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Ford plans hike 
in oil import fee 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Ford goes on nationwide television 
tonight to announce that he has run out of patience with the Democratrc- 
controlled Congress on energy legislation and will impose some actions of his 
own, including another hike in oil import fees. 
White House sources said the President, in the absence of congressional 
action, has decided to add )1 to the duty on each barrel of imported crude oil 
starting June 1, a move that will force gasoline stations to raise their prices to 
the nation’s motorists. 
Officials said the U riff hike would boost gasoline prices by about 1.5 cents a 
gallon. 
The President’s 5:30 p.m. PDT speech, which was officially described as an 
announcement of Ford’s “ energy program in the absence of any congressional 
action,” comes as the United States attem pts to rally support among other oil­ 
consuming countries to join together to avert worldwide energy shortages. 
SecreUry of State Henry A. Kissinger told the International Energy Agency 
Conference in Paris today that “our interdependence will make us thrive 
together or decline together.” 
. 
Kissinger outlined a program that calls for the 18 nations attending the 
conference to spend up to %\ trUlion by 1985 to develop their own energy 
sources. 
. 
Kissinger told the conference that Ford’s actions to be announced tonight, 
when added to m easures already in place, will save the United States an 
estim ated 1.2 million barrels of oil a day by the end of 1977. 
“The President hopes that the Congress will join him in common action to 
bring about the remaining savings needed to meet our goal of 2 million 
barrels,” Kissinger said. 
Ford’s plan to add another $1 tariff was sharply criticized today by Rep. A1 
Ullman,D-Ore., chairm an of the House Ways and Means Committee. Ullman’s 
panel has reported out an energy package of its own, but the legislation did not 
reach the House floor before Congress went on a 10-day Memorial Day recess. 
“ I am strongly opposed to the import fee of $1,” Ullman said. “ 1 think it’s 
the wrong medicine at the wrong tim e.”

Ullman, who was interviewed on the NBC Today Show, predicted that 
Congress will pass a “ tough energy policy for the country that turns this 
nation in a new direction, energywise, and it’s the kind of a p rt^ram that the 
nation needs.”

Ullman added that “ the nation does not need what the President is 
prescribing which is just a bulge of inflation through increasing the prices.

Supreme Court rules against 
juvenile 'double jeopardy' 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A unanimous 
Supreme 
Court 
today 
extended 
to 
juveniles the ^ a ra n te e against double 
jeopardy —being tried twice for the 
same crime. 
The opinion by Chief Justice W arrren 
E. Burger said it is unconstitutional to 
try a minor in juvenile court and again 
in adult court for the same offense. 
The decision follows a pattern of 
recent years in which the Court has 
extended to juveniles the same rights 
accorded to adults. The only m ajor one 
not so far accorded is the right to jury 
trial. 
In another case, the Court agreed for 
the first time to decide whether hair 
length regulations violate freedom of 
speech. The Court will hear arguments 
and render a written opinion in the 
appeal involving hair length regulations 
for police in Suffolk County, N.Y. 
The decision in the juvenile case 
affirmed a ruling by the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, which struck down a 
dual prosecution of Gary Steven Jones, 
convicted of robbery in adult court in 


California, after a juvenile court had 
found him guilty and transferred the 
case. 
Heading toward the end of its current 
term , tentatively scheduled for June 16, 
the Court also: 
—Ruled 8 to 1 that federal courts 
cannot block congressional subpoenas of 
bank records to obtain information 
about depositors.

The plan was drawn up by Israeli 
Foreign M inister Yigal Allon several 
years ago.

Henry A. Kissinger today outlined a $1 
trillion program to save oil-consuming 
nations from disaster caused by energy 
sh o rta g e s.

provide

cooperation 
on 
fuel 
problems. 
His statem ent to the International 
Energy Agency conference of 18 oil­ 
consuming industrialized nations was a 
reversal of U.S. economic policy, and he 
told delegates, “Our interdependence 
will make us thrive together or decline 
together.” 
Kissinger called on lEA m em bers to 
set 
up 
commissions 
to 
study 
the 
problems of regulating raw m ateri^ 
production and m arketing to benefit 
underdeveloped countries as demanded 
by the oil-producing nations. Previously, 
the United States had demanded this be 
kept apart from the energy crisis. 
His plan for freeing the 18 countries 
from dictation by Arab and other oil- 
producing nations included: cutting oil 
imports by four million barrels a day by 
the end of 1977; spending perhaps $1 
trillion by 1985 in developing their own 
energy sources; pushing nuclear power, 
and finding new sources of fuel. 
Kissinger also offered a compromise 
to restart cooperation talks with the 
Arab-dominated oil-producing nations 
following the collapse last month of the 
first such meeting. 
Kissinger 
said 
the 
oil-producing 
nations have warned that oil-consuming 
nations can expect a sixth hike in a year 
in the price they pay for imported oil. He 
called it u n ju stifi^. He said it shows 
how oil-importing countries will remain 
at the m ercy of the oil-producers unless 
they act now.

oil,” Kissinger said. “ Together with 
actions already taken, this will bring the 
total estim ated U.S. savings to 1.2 
million barrels a day by the end of 1977.

The rally was announced as the 
nation’s m ilitary leadership announced 
it was diminishing the role of the 
political parties in order to form its own 
Cuban-style peoples alliance to carry on 
its revolution.

dictatorship. 
Even so, the ruling Armed Forces 
Movement threw its support behind the 
Communists in their conflict with the 
bigger Socialist Party, indicating its 
intention to continue close cooperation 
with the Communists. 
Following a two-day exercise, the 
NATO destroyers and 
frigates 
are 
scheduled to dock in Lisbon harbor early 
Wednesday and release their crews for 
shore leave in civilian clothes. The 
demonstration is set for Wednesday 
night. 
The last such NATO visit, Feb. 7, 
brought a sim ilar demonstration against 
the Atlantic alliance but Portuguese 
troops kept the left-wing dem onstrators 
in check. 
This time, the Communists said their 
demonstration was in support of the 
Armed Forces Movement decision to 
create the alliance with the people to 
create peoples com m ittees in a Cuban- 
style revolution.

Lebanese cabinet 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Lebanese 
President Suleiman Franjieh 
sought a new cabinet today to 
try to heal the wounds caused 
by a week of “raging fire” 
between Palestinian guerrillas 
and right-wing militiamen. 
Political sources said Fran­ 
jieh would likely pick Moslem 
leader

Karami 
as 
premier to replace Brig. Gen. 
Noureddin Rifai, who resigned 
Monday after only 70 hours in 
office. 
The sources said Franjieh 
had 
originally 
opposed 
nominating Karami, a former 
premier and political enemy, 
but bowed to the demands of 
Moslem leaders. 
Rifai stepped down as head of 
the only military government 
in 
t h r e e 
d e c a d e s 
of 
independence 
after 
helping 
arrange a cease-fire between 
warring 
guerrillas 
and 
right-wing Phalangists. 
The 
rocket, 
mortar 
and 
machine gun battles terrorized 
Beirut for a week, leaving 77 
persons dead and 225 wounded. 
Sporadic sniper fire echoed 
across the city Monday but the 


truce generally appeared to be 
holding. 
Franjieh said the cease-fire 
was worth twice what all 
L e b a n o n ’s 
c i v i l i a n 
governments had dwie for the 
country over the past 31 years. 
The president said he decided 
on military rule because “of 
the need to act quickly” and 
because none of the civilian 
politicians “came forward with 
so much as a glass of water to 
help put out a raging fire.” 
“The sUte of the country was 
like a sick man dying from 
severe 
hemorrhage 
and 
it 
needed any doctor to stop the 
bleeding,” Franjieh said. “It 
could not wait for the arrival of 
a specialist... what was needed 
was to stop this bleeding which

Rifai said he resigned “ in

His appointment had further 
polarized the Palestinians and 
Phalangists and raised the 
possibility of Lebanon’s Mos­ 
lems joining the Palestinians in 
the confrontation.

sheriff Elias Juarez said the 10 
wounded 
members 
of

United Farm Workers filed 
assault charges against C.L. 
MiUer. 
Miller was arraigned before 
Justice of the Peace Matias 
Morin on 10 counts of aggravat­ 
ed assault and was freed on a 
$1,500 bond. 
A union official who was not 
at the scene said he heard the 
incident took place on a county 
road, but Juarez emphatically 
said it happened on Miller’s 
property. 
The UFW was attempting to 
organize 
Miller’s 
nonunion 
farm hands. 
“Those people came to the 
fields where he had his hands 
working and were just tromp- 
ing all over the melons, all over 
the vines and pulling them up 


and everything,” Miller’s wife 
said. 
"'They were throwing 
rocks and melons and they had 
sticks with them.” 
Mary Miller said it was the 
first time the UFW tried to 
organize their farm hands. 
“My husband said they just

through the fields and said if 
they didn’t leave they were 
going to turn their trucks over 
and break the glass,” Mrs.

woiicers got scared and got in 
his car and drove away right 
through the field.’’

Mayaguez captain 
refutes lawsuit

But he termed the suit “Just 
a harassing deal, figuring he’s 
(Minichiello’s) going to get a 
thousand dollars here, a thou-

“The staff, despite threats to 
their life, tried to beat back the 
peq}le who were abducting my 
friends,” the coed said. “'They 
had many cuts and wounds 
after the attack.” 


The following day the rest of 
the party went by boat to the 
village of Kigome, where there 
was an airstrip and communi­ 
cations facilities, she said. 


She said all of the kidnaped 
students 
were 
“amazingly 
strong people. That is the fact 
that has given us all faith in 
this situation.” 


The four abducted students 
were taken by the guerrilla 
band across Lake Tanganyika 
to Zaire. One woman, Barbara

U.S., Laotian officials 
agree to evacuation plan 


VIENTIANE, Laos (UPI) - 
U.S. 
and 
Laotian 
officials 
reached an eight-point agree­ 
ment today for an orderly end 
to the American presence in 
Laos, last Indochina nation to 
fall to the Communists. Student 
leaders threatened to kill the 
Americans if the agreement 
were broken. 
Most of the Americans in 
Laos already have left in face 
of Communist harassment, and 
more left today. Pistol-waving 
Communist police broke up a 
demonstration 
by 
Laotian 
workers demanding back pay 
from the Americans, and one 
student was taken away in 
handcuffs. 
The withdrawal agreement 
was 
reached 
by 
American 
Charge d’Affaires Christian 
Chapman 
and 
Pathet 
Lao 
Economy 
Minister 
Soth 
Petrasy in all-day negotiations 
witnessed by student leaders 
and 
disgruntled 
Laotian 
employes of 
the 
U.S. 
aid 
mission. 


Under terms of the agree­ 
ment the United States will 
shut down all its aid programs 
in Laos and withdraw all aid 
personnel no later than June 30. 
The students agreed to end 
their occupation of the U.S. 
ADD compound where two U.S. 
Marines and a civilian techni­ 
cian have been held prisoner 
since last Wednesday. 
As Chapman and two other 
American officials left the 
negotiating 
session, Laotian 
students approached their car 
and shouted; 
“We will remember your 
faces! If you don’t keep the 
agreement you three will die! 
We will kill you!” 
The Pathet Lao police scuf­ 
fled with the Laotian U.S. AID 
workers outside the residence 
of Premier Prince Souvanna 
Phouma while he was meeting 
with a five-man delegation of 
the workers who demand two 
weeks severance pay as the 
American program comes to 
an end. 


American sources said the 
tentative agreement —which 
followed several days of see­ 
saw negotiations —would re­ 
quire the total withdrawal of

Agency 
for 
International 
Development 
program by June 30. 
'The pact also allowed U.S. 
officials access to the 10-acre 
ADD compound, which has been 
under control of leftist students 
and the Communist Pathet Lao 
since last Wednesday.

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Senate approves 
housing measure 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r- 
supported bill designed to help 
bolster the sagging economy by 
authorizing nearly $1 billion in 
bonds for construction of low 
and middle income homes has 
narrowly passed the Senate. 
The measure was sent back 
to the Assembly Monday on a 
28-10 vote, only one more than 
the 
two-thirds 
majority 
needed The Senate defeated 
the bill 21-10 last Thursday but 
agreed to reconsider its action. 
Both 
times, 
Republicans 
lined up against the bill. 
The 
proposal 
(AB1> 
by 
Assemblyman Peter Chacon, 
D-San Diego, would place a $500 
million general obligation bond 
issue on the ballot next year. 
In 
addition, 
it 
would 
authorize the state to issue $300 
million in tax-exempt revenue 
bonds, which are not subject to 
voter 
approval, 
and 
$150 
million 
worth 
of 
federally 
guaranteed bonds. 
The Assembly is expected to 
refuse the Senate amendments 
to the Chacon bill, a move that 
would throw the issue into a 
Senate-Assembly 
conference 
committee for final resolution 
The two houses are at odds 
over how the state should 
support the revenue bonds if 
they fall into financial trouble. 
Senate opponents focus in on 
the controversial “moral obli­ 
gation” feature, which they 
have branded a “gimmick.” 
The Assembly is firmly on 
record in favor of such a 
provision 
which 
would 
authorize the state to issue $300 
million 
worth 
of 
“ moral 
obligation” bonds, under which 
the state's full faith and credit 


wouldn't be pledged. 
The 
state 
government, 
therefore, would not be legally 
bound to pay off the bonds if 
they defaulted. 
A bill similar to the Chacon 
measure 
authored 
by Sen. 
George Zenovich, D-Fresno, is 
awaiting a floor vote in the 
Assembly. It includes a “moral 
obligation” feature insterted 
into by the Assembly. 
Both 
bills 
originally 
con tain e d 
the 
"moral 
obligation” provision, but the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
struck it from both. 
Sen. Dennis Carpenter, R- 
Newport Beach, urged that the 
Chacon bill be defeated on 
grounds that if the measure 
wound up in a Senate-Assembly 
conference committee it would 
emerge with the “moral obliga­ 
tion” restored and that it could 
not be amended out by either 
house. 
The Chacon and Zenovich 
bills are designed to stimulate 
the sagging home construction 
industry and provide houses 
and apartments for low-and 
middle-income Californians un­ 
able 
to 
pay 
current high 
commercial 
loan 
interest 
rates. 
P r o p o n e n t s 
say 
the 
legislation could result in the 
construction of an estimated 
20,000 new dwellings during the 
first 18 months of operation and 
create some 18,000 new jobs.

11-member commission

interest loans, primarily for 
construction of rental apart­ 
ment units. Loans also could be 
made for home rehabilitation 
and in some cases purchase of 
homes.

biggest corporate fraud in U.S. 
business history, the $2 billion 
Equity Funding swindle, enter 
prison today, including the 
scheme’s mastermind, Stanley 
Goldblum. 
By the end of the week, 14 
former executives will begin 
serving sentences imposed by a 
federal judge on charges of 
fraud,

violations of securities laws. 
All pleaded guilty. 
Goldblum —cofounder and 
president of Equity Funding 
Corp. of America, once a top- 
ranked financial conglomerate 
and one of the glamor stocks of 
Wall Street —was scheduled to 
enter the maximum security 
federal 
prison 
at 
McNeil 
Island, Wash., today to serve 
an eight year term. 


Former executive vice presi­ 
dents Fred Levin and Samuel 
B. Lowell were ordered to 
begin five year sentences today 
at Terminal Island federal 
prison here. 
Two other former executives 
will be allowed to serve terms 
under 
“work-furlough” 
pro­ 
grams, holding jobs during the 
day and reporting to the county 
jail to be locked up at night, 
and nine are scheduled to begin 
serving sentences this week at 
Terminal Island or the federal 
prison camp at Lompoc, Calif. 
Most drew terms of two or 
three years. 
Goldblum, 
Levine, 
Lowell 
and five others pleaded guilty 
to related fraud charges last 
week in New Jersey. Goldblum 
was sentenced to 5 to 8 years, 
and the others to terms ranging 
from six months to five years. 
New Jersey authorities said 
they will be imprisoned in New 
Jersey only if they are paroled 
from federal prisons.

If successful, his 140-foot 
leap would hrve been a new world 
record He struggled to his feet after the 
craidi'and told the crowd he was hanging 
up his helmet. 
• i ’ve got to tell you that you are the 
last people in the world who will see me 
jump,” Knievel told a crowd of 70,000 
persons at Wembley Stadium “ I will 
never jump again.’’ 
The 34-year-old stuntman spoke in a 
halting voice Monday soon after an 
attempt to jump over 13 London buses 
ended in a spectacular, 100 mile an hdur 
crash. 
Knievel 
lay 
motionless 
on 
the 
stadium’s grass after the crash, his face 
blackened 
and his brightly colored 
costume in tatters Then he struggled to 
his feet to the cheers of the crowd 
The battered daredevil announced his 


retirement over the stadium’s public 
address system and then was driven off 
to a private hospital 
Doctors said he would need two 
months to recover from a crushed 
vertebra in his back, a damaged spine, a 
fractured hand and multiple bruises 
Last September, a shaken Knievel 
escaped unhurt when his rocket-powered 
motorcycle failed to clear Snake River 
Canyon in Idaho because a parachute 
released prematurely 
He sought permission to repeat the 
maneuver across the River Thames, but 
was turned down by British authorities. 
He settled for a 140-foot leap over 13 
London buses side by-side at Wembley 
He almost jumped them 
After several false starts, Knievel 
swooped down a 380-foot wood runway, 
gunned his 750 cc motorcycle to 100 
miles an hour and soared over the buses 
He appeared to be succeeding when

and Israel 


WASHLNGTON - Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger heard recently that an 
Israeli newspaper had called for his 
resignation That this should have come 
in a paper in a foreign country, albeit a 
close associate of the United States, 
seemed a bit odd There were more than 
enough voices here at home calling for 
the Secretary’s resignation The report 
was in part m error. It was not the 
new spaper 
M aarive 
th at 
called 
editorially for Kissinger s resignation^ 
but a columnist on that paper. Josef 
Lapid. one of the most vociferous of the 
Secretary's 
Israeli 
critics. 
Lapid. 
according to word here, is no taken too 
serously in Telaviv since his column is 
on the light side Nevertheless, it was 
one more sign of the unhappiness in 
Israel over Kissinger s Middle East 
peace efforts That is underscored by the 
suspicion 
in 
both 
Jerusalem 
and 
Washington that clouds a relationship 
troubled 
since 
the 
collapse 
of 
Kissinger’s shuttle diplomacy And this 
is at a time when, with the growing 
artagomsm between Israel and the Arab 
states, still another resort to war cannot 
be ruled out. 'the suspicion here is that 
the 
Israelis want 
to 
put off any 
settlement into an indefinite future The 
shuttle having failed, they are said to 
believe that the Geneva conference in 
the 
Middle 
East, 
where they will 
confront all the Arab states, could go on 
indefinitely. 
In 
low 
moments 
officials 
here 
ask 
w h e t h e r 
the 
g o v e r n m e n t 
of 
Yitzhak 
Rabin 
in 
Jerusalem would not 
prefer to delay any 
settlement until after 
th e 
p r e s i d e n t i a l 
election in 1976 They 
would then hopefully 
deal 
with 
a 
much 
m ore 
sym pathetic 
a dministr ati on 
in 
Washington and the oil 
weapon of the Arabs 
would be less potent. 
Whatever base there is for this, it is 
viewed here as an impossible dream 
The 
Arab 
states 
are 
increasingly 
politicized 
and 
restive 
They 
are 
unlikely to sit out a long stalem ate 
Kissinger is the third in succession of 
diplomats whose peace initiatives in the 
Middle East have won Israeli disfavor. 
The 
first 
was 
his 
predecessor 
as 
Secretary of Stale. William P. Rogers. 
Rogers' "even handed" approach was 
bitterly opposed by the government of 
the then prime minister Golda Meir. 
Next 
was the Swedish 
diplomat. 
Gunnar Jarring He shuttled back and 
forth between Cairo and Jerusalem to no 
avail While his efforts as mediator had 
the backing of Washington, he was 
scorned as merely a letter box Jarring 
retired from the scene to pursue his 
diplomatic 
c ar e er 
as 
Swedish 
ambassador to Moscow 


Israeli resentment of Kissinger is 
based in part on the substance of his 
shuttle diplomacy He was asking Israel 
to give up key Sinai passes and the Sinai 
oil fields in return for a statem ent of 
nonbelligerency from Egypt’s President 
Anwar Sadat. 
More than the substance, however, is 
the belief that Kissinger blamed Israel 
for 
the 
failure 
of 
his 
mediation 
Although the Secretary has several 
times publicly denied this, the suspicion 
persists that in private discussions he 
has regarded Israel as at fault. 
By saying no to Kissinger's final offer. 
Rabin has greatly strengthened the 
position of his government which holds a 
narrow majority in the parliament 
Terrence Smith, the New York Times 
correspondent in Jerusalem , writing in 
the New Republic, says Rabin's political 
stock soared with 91 per cent of those 
responding in the first opinion polls 
approving 
At the same time. Smith 
notes, the breakdown may well have 
increased 
the 
chances 
of 
another 
conflict 
In this ticklish situation, the Rabin 
government has just suppressed a book 
that, 
according 
to 
Rabin,

It contained the secret 
minutes of conversations between the 
Secretary of State and Israeli cabinet 
ministers in which the Secretary is said 
to have made disparaging remarks 
about Arab leaders and the Soviet 
Union. 
The minutes were leaked to an Israeli 
journalist, Martin Golan. This was the 
last of a series of leaks that have 
infuriated 
Rabin. 
The 
government 
required Golan to turn over not only the 
manuscript of the book, but all notes and 
material used in its preparation. 
The suppression of the book was 
interpreted in Jerusalem as a friendly 
act intended to save Kissinger from 
acute 
embarrassment 
and 
probable 
resignation 
President Ford is meeting with Sadat 
in Vienna and in mid-June. Rabin is 
coming to Washington. Much will turn 
on those talks in the search for a 
settlem ent and the hope of averting still 
another war

the Lompoc Unified School District. 
I read your editorial and subsequently 
did some research into the facts you 
presented 1 found them to be correct. I 
also found other related points of 
interest perhaps not widely known that 
indicated to me that our teachers are 
not as underpaid as we are being led to 
believe. 
Of the 475 teacher salaries I had data 
on, a mere 90 earn from 89,688 to $13,000 
Many of these are probationary and 
have not yet reached their fourth year of 
teaching gaining the advantages of 
tenure A whopping 385 earn between 
$13,000 and $18.169 I do not see any 
qualifications for food stamps as so 
stated in a previous letter. 
The letter signed by some thirty 
teachers proved to me that the more you 
earn, the louder you protest for more. 
Their average wage is well over $15.000, 
not a bad wage for a non-industrial little 
town such as Lompoc 
Let us consider where the money 
whould come from if in fact a 10 per cent 
plus increase were granted. Our district 
has managed to maintain a nice nest 
egg, why not give it to the teachers9 
When it runs out, and it surely will, it 
will be us. the property owners who will 
be forced to budget even harder to pay 
the higher taxes. I admit teachers are 
taxpayers too. but somehow it doesn't 
seem to hurt as badly if you are earning 
a fat wage 
The district is soon to lose some 
$300.600 
in 
both 
federal and 
state 
funding Books, paper, utilities and all 
other costs are going up. Let this be the 
area in which to spend the excess 
money. 
I am sick of hearing the school board 
condemned for not giving in to the 
demands being made. Tired of them 
being ridiculed because they had the 
forethought 
and 
common 
sense 
to 
budget and subsequently have money 
leftover. 
I commend them and suppe-* any 
decision they may make. Our teachers 
should thank them for insuring jobs and 
good salaries for the future. Maybe they 
would prefer our district to go bankrupt 
as are many others in the state, causing 
job losses and curriculum cutbacks. 
I would never deny anyone a salary 
befitting their worth but not when it 
constitutes a burden on others.

incomplete in at least one detail. The 
County 
official 
being 
interviewed 
stressed that $100 a month raise being 
requested by employes, but failed to 
mention that the County was offeringly 
only a two per cent increase to its 
employes. It is a very embarrassing 
offer. I admit. A percentage increase in 
pay rates is basically unfair of any 
amount. What it means is that people 
getting higher pay get a higher increase 
and people in lower ranges get much 
less in actual money, beside steadily 
increasing the gap between the ranges. 
Two per cent of nothing is still nothing. 
Actually, an across the board money 
increase may be cheaper for the County. 
A flat $100 a month raise would cost less 
than a five per cent increase across the 
board, besides benefiting the lower paid 
employes the most. 
A pay increase is essential in the fact 
of the cost of living. However, there are 
other problems that need attention. Such 
as 
health 
and 
safety 
standards, 
grievance procedures, re-assignments, 
working out of class, caseload limits, 
understaffing, 
health 
insurance 
benefits, 
etc., 
that 
the 
County 
administration won’t even discuss. They 
are saying, 
in effect, 
that County 
employes are to have no voice in their 
working conditions. This would seem 
incredible in private industry in this day 
and age.

science, they have little to 
offer but much to gain from 
th e 
t e c h n o l o g i c a l 
“exchange.” 
With 
the 
a c t i v e 
encouragement of the State 
and Commerce Departments, 
and to the dismay of U.S. 


intelligence analysts, say the 
writers, American firms have 
already 
exported 
or 
are 
planning to export to the 
Soviet 
Union 
millions 
of 
dollars worth of technological 
information 
and 
products 
involving 
everything 
from 
wide-bodied jets to advanced 
computers. 


It is one thing to pursue a 
policy of detente and to work 
for the normalization of trade 
and other relations with the 
Soviet Union.

Despite the existence of the Regional 
Occupational Program, ROP, the close 
proximity of Allan Hancock College and 
an 
increasingly 
sophisticated 
high 
school program, Lompoc Adult School 
goes on year after year racking up an 
impressive 
record 
in 
its 
special 
educational niche. 
Fact of the matter 
is, representatives of 
the college, the adult 
school and ROP are 
required by law to 
meet once a year to 
c o m p a r e 
notes, 
a c c o rd i n g 
to 
Domenico Signorelli, 
adult school principal. 
E ac h 
of 
the 
e d u c a t i o n a l 
i n­ 
stitutions must avoid 
duplicating programs 
offered by either of 
the other two. 
Lompoc’s Adult School has 
an 
abbreviated list of course offerings 
during summer months — about 15-20 — 
but in the fall the list averages about 65 
courses. 
The adult school as it’s presently 
constituted began in 1962. Before that a 
few courses were offered in typing and 
shorthand in the Evening Division of 
Lompoc High School. 
Lompoc Adult School serves a number 
of purposes. First of all it aims at self 
improvement and secondly it provides a 
means for adults to earn their high 
school diplomas. Beyond that, the school 
is the local agency empowered by the 
federal government to give the General 
Educational Development tests. Last 
year the school gave the five-test series 
to 199 persons. Other numbers are even 
more 
impressive. 
The 
school 
for 
example provided a total of 174,000 
student hours of instruction; 
gave 
authorized civil service exams to 137; 
and awarded high school diplomas to 
about 350 persons. 
Fall enrollment averages 1,700 
to 
1,800 students. Students pay fees if they 
are high school graduates; but attend 
virtually free if they are working toward 
a high school diploma. 
The 
program 
is 
financially 
self 
sustaining. Although some of the costs 
are defrayed by the fees, most of the 
revenues come from state aid monies 
based on the actual hours of instruction. 
In addition to the program the public 
knows most of, the adult school has 
another side: it conducts classes at the 
Federal Correctional Institution for 
about 100 inmate students each school 
term. This reporter attended one of the 
end of term graduation programs at the 
FCI as the personal guest of Warden 
Frank Kenton on the one hand and 
Signorelli and Jack Lundy, adult school 
counselor on the other. Don NewcomJ). 
the former Dodger baseball player was 
the 
guest 
speaker. 
The 
list 
of 
educational awards was impressive. 
Interest in the adult school ebbs and 
flows, but over the long haul people keep 
A. I

special educational offering to be found 
no where else. Signorelli talked about all 
this the other day. ‘‘Last year," he said, 
referring to some records, "313 persons 
were enrolled in reading courses." That 
was to make the point that although the 
Adult School wears many hats, it’s the 
nuts 
and bolts 
program of 
basic 
education that is at the gut level of the 
public’s needs. 


Never before in the memory of this 
reporter have their been so many 
examples of grassroots pressure for 
particular 
educational 
program. 
Readers may recall the words that flew 
recently in the controversy over all-year 
school proposals at Buena Vista School 
in Vandenberg Village. There was also 
the conflict that developed at Miguelito 
School a few years ago with the multi­ 
graded classroom program; and now 
some more controversy over the same 
program at Clarence Ruth School. 
Readers may also recall the highly 
vocal reaction that greeted proposals a 
couple of years ago for the closing of a 
school or two because of declining 
enrollment. When the trustees finally 
voted to close Loma Vista School at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base and move 
the Los Padres faculty and student body 
to that campus, there was fierce 
opposition initially. Partisans for Los 
Padres argued that the facility in which 
the school and its early childhood 
education program had been born was 
ideal and that Loma Vista was not. 
In still another vein, readers may 
recall the spirited effort a group of 
mothers put forth in their promotion of a 
school lunch program. That was the 
"Bunch for Lunch" group. 
Now there are other efforts on the 
horizon, the drive for a fundamental 
school for example. There is nothing in 
the community that so captures the 
interest or animates the spirit than the 
question of education, especially when 
it’s our kids who are involved.
